In Mexico? 


Last week one of the better known radio 
commentators made the statement that a revo- 
lution would break out in Mexico within the 
next three or four weeks. 


Ralph McGill, recently in Mexico City, wrote 
from there that Nazi propagandists were ex- 
tremely busy in the republic to our south, that 
they were spending approximately $30,000 a 
month and that many of the Mexican news- 
papers were serving either Moscow or Berlin. 


The United States is engaged on a tremen- 
dous program of rearmament and, at the same 
time, sending every available item of war equip- 
ment to sorely pressed Britain, realizing that 
the longer Britain can hold out against Ger- 
many, whether or not she finally beats the Nazi 
might, the more time has this nation to prepare 
for the attack which is sure to come, sooner or 
later, from a world dominated by the totali- 
tarian nations. 

The connection between a predicted revolu- 
tion in Mexico, the activities of Nazis propa- 
gandists there and the policies of this nation 
toward the war situation in Europe is so plain 
any child can see it. 

It would be tremendously to the advantage 
of Germany if she could stir up sufficient dis- 
turbance of this hemisphere to alarm the United 
States and thus distract the attention of this 
country from Europe to trouble nearer home. 
There may be no tangible evidence in support, 
but it is safe assumption that, if revolution 
does come in Mexico, German propagandists 
there will not be innocent of a hand in its 
creating. 

There will be, undoubtedly, cries and argu- 
. ments for this nation to intervene, in the event 
of such trouble to the south. Efforts will be 
made to induce the administration to send a 
large and heavily armed expeditionary force. 
There will be frenzied appeals to stop the flow 
of war materials across the Atlantic,.to keep 
them all at home for use here. 


All of which will be playing exactly the 
game the Nazis want. By creating a side issue, 
they will hope to distract America from the 
main danger. For there can be no doubt the foe 
this country has most to fear is Naziism. If 
Great Britain goes down before that foe, Adolf 
Hitler will again have grounds to chuckle. And, 
if the United States, by withholding her aid, 
thus contributes to British subjugation, he will 
have further cause to sneer at the ease with 
which democracies are tricked and their effort 
diffused On unimportant “side shows” while 
they lose the main battle. 

If the predicted Mexican revolution comes, 
the wise course for the United States to pursue 
would be to place sufficient guard at the 
border to keep Mexican disturbers on their own 
side of the line, and redouble this country’s 
effort in rearming itself and, at the same time, 
keep on pouring planes and guns and tanks and 
other sinews of war across the Atlantic. 


Women in Business 
Women are making their way higher and 
higher in the business world, it was stated here 
by an official of Phi Chi Theta, women’s na- 
tional commerce fraternity, which has been 
holding its convention in Atlanta. 


That statement hardly could be called news. 

No observant person could fail to note the in- 
creasing number of women in business—and 
not as mere typists or clerks. They’re execu- 
tives, holding down positions formerly consid- 
ered the exclusive property of the masculine 
sex. 
A man need not be an octogenarian to re- 
member when a woman in a business office 
was an innovation and one frowned upon by 
the more conservative. Behind a drygoods 
counter or teaching school, yes. But look at 
the weaker sex now! The women are running 
a fair share of the nation’s big business. 
running it well, from all accounts. 

The speaker ascribed the rise of women in 
business to excellent training. That undoubt- 
edly is true in part. But folk who are in con- 
tact with them are likely to say it is because 
women have bright brains, know how to use

them and are willing to work twice as hard 
as they need. 

That applies, of course, to the women who 
have “got places.” The proportion of easy- 
goers interested only in quitting time and pay 
day is probably about the same in both sexes.

Another Difference 

Atlanta’s nearing participation in the food 
stamp plan spotlights an American contribution 
to human welfare and health that is in sharp 
contrast to the impending tragedy of Europe. 
In this country the food stamp plan is provid- 
ing the greatest possible distribution of food- 
stuffs to the greatest possible number of peo- 
ple. It is building a healthy people. In Europe, 
one of the greatest famines in the history of the 
world will further wrack the continent. 

Started as an experiment, the food stamp 
plan has been extended from its nucleus at 
Rochester, N. Y., to all sections of the nation, 
changed sometimes to meet local conditions, but 
never lost to sight of its original goal, that of 
providing an adequate and balanced diet to the 
mass of people in the relief stratum. In many 
cases, children have obtained decent foods for 
the first time in their lives and their bodies 
have been rescued from the half world of 
human existence so well known to those who 
have seen the semi-starvation tragedy of 
poverty. 

In Europe, a continent torn by war and sup- 
porting the greatest armies of all time, either 
in battle or in barracks, already low food sup- 
plies are dwindling, for they sow not and 
neither will they reap. Able-bodied farm hands 
are almost to a man in the armies or in the 
industrial plants turning out war supplies. Left 
to the soil are the aged and the women and 
the children, most of whom probably will not 
grow enough for their own needs. From the 
Ukraine, oft-termed the bread basket of Eu- 
rope, come authenticated reports of poor crop 
conditions, and Leland Stowe, of the Chicago 
Daily News, reported after a recent visit to 
Russia that, in his opinion, the Soviet Union is 
in danger of one of its greatest famines. That 
comes from the land of terrible famines by an 
American reporter who is generally rated as one 
of the most observant and able men of the 
press staffs abroad. 

The comparison is apt. In America, democ- 
racy builds and dignifies human life. In Eu- 
rope war autocracy destroys and degrades hu- 
man life. 


In the field of the educational film, it is 
pleasing to report that in a Times Square 
movie, lately, truant officers found 98 little 
scholars hard at their. studies. 


Streamlined Army 

It is reassuring to read that the United 
States army is creating its new divisions on the 
“streamlined” plan. This was announced by 
Secretary of War Woodring in telling of two 
new divisions to be organized shortly, one for 
the west coast, at Camp Ord, about 100 miles. 
south of San Francisco, and one for the east, 
centered at Camp Jackson, Columbia, S. C., 

When the British, while Chamberlain was 
in charge, sent troops to Norway, one of the 
worst errors in army organization was revealed. 
Men were sent on one transport, guns and 
munitions on another and tanks and motorized 
equipment on still another. The result was 
that troops landed first, without equipment, 
and were easy victims of the highly efficient 
German forces. It would have been just as bad 
had equipment been landed first, without 
troops to use and defend it. 

The German army is so organized that prac- 
tically every regiment contains, within itself, 
artillery, tanks and other essentials of modern, 
rapid-action war. To this one fact is due the 
larger proportion of German successes in battle. 

It would have been .fatuous folly if the 
United States army had not learned this les- 
son: from the German example. Today, be- 
yond doubt, the German army organization 
is the finest in the world and we should take 
advantage of everything we can learn, ad- 
vantageously, from them. 

Tomorrow, new developments will come. We 
should then be alert to copy, or to improve 
upon, every advance in the horrible art of 
warfare. 


Editorial of the Day 


HOW FAST CAN WE REARM? 
(From The Boston Traveler.) 

Among the serious bottlenecks which may de- 
velop in the national armament program is a 
lack of trained workers in the key defense—or 
war—industries. 

The United States office of education has been 
working quietly for the past year on a program to 
meet the need for skilled labor in the event of 
just such an expansion of the national defenses as 
is now under way. 

Trade schools throughout the United States now 
turn out about 500,000 workers a year trained as 
aircraft and auto mechanics, machinists, sheet 
metal workers, welders, pattern makers, elec- 
tricians, or in other mechanical crafts needed in 
the arms industries. The United States office of 
education proposes by a more intensive use of ex- 
isting facilities to increase the number of trainees 
in these crafts to 1,250,000 annually. 

The office of education has worked out com- 
plete plans to institute the nation-wide training 
program almost overnight if and when funds are 
made available. The. office: estimates that it 
would cost $50,000,000 per year for every 250,000 
students if it were necessary to rent space and 
purchase equipment outside the regular schoo! 
system. This amount would be saved through the 
use of existing facilities. 

After we have the necessary workers, then 
comes the question of manufacturing facilities and 
raw materials. This is another subject too long 
to discuss here, but rest assured this problem is 
being met swiftly ond intelligenty. 


|THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
KNOX, STIMSON ARGUMENT WASHINGTON, June 23.— 


According to well informed 
sources, the President used a simple argument to persuade Frank 
Knox and Henry L. Stimson, both Republicans, to join his cabinet. 
It was in effect that, as distinguished supporters of the White House 
foreign and defense policies, at a time when every aid must be 
given the Allies to encourage their resistance, it was their patriotic 
duty to become secretaries of navy and war. 

The President feels strongly that the next few months will bring 
the gravest crisis in this country’s history. This country, he has told 
his cabinet repeatedly, must redouble its aid to the Allies in every 
manner short of our entrance into war. Only in that way can the 
British morale be maintained against the superior German war 
machine. And the President is convinced that both the war and 
navy departments must be brought to new efficiency, not only to 
speed national defense plans but thus to obtain greater amounts of 
arms and ammunition for the British. 

Whether or not, as Alf Landon suggests, the President added his 
assurances that he would not run for a third term is still a matter 
of conjecture here. It is true that once again, a few days ago, the 
President indicated his distaste for his own renomination. But in 
the White House inner cir¢le. which is actively managing the third- 
term movement, the suggestion that he has definitely withdrawn 
his candidacy is vigorously denied. And at the White House itself, 
_— the comment is meager, it gives no substantiation to Landon’s 
Claim. : 

Within the week the President indicated to several visitors that 
he did not wish renomination. His message has been widely dis- 
seminated in the senate and the house and its authenticity is not 
questioned. But many times in the last few months the President 
has made the same statement with the same directness. And so it 
is not surprising that among the most orthodox Democrats and the 
most ardent New ‘Dealers alike there is agreement that his comment 
cannot have too much meaning. As one shrewd man put it, the 
President has placed himself in a position where he can no longer 
withdraw. 


A REAL SURPRISE Probably nothing since the turbulent days 

of the supreme court fight so surprised 
congress as the appointment of Messrs. Knox and Stimson, one the 
Republican vice presidential candidate in 1936 and the other sec- 
retary of state and war in Republican administrations. The Knox 
appointment had long been rumored, but it was generally known 
that the- President had twice made the offer, and on the advice of 
Landon and other Republican leaders, Knox had twice refused the 
job. 

In his decision to appoint Stimson, one of the most vigorous 
proponents of the administration foreign policy, the President took 
few persons, if anyone, into his confidence. While the senate 
isolationists have launched a vigorous attack on the appointments, 
in an attempt to hang a war label on the President, there is no 
doubt that both men will be rather easily confirmed. Both/ Knox 
and Stimson have had distinguished. careers and are held in high 
respect throughout the country. 

The senate Republicans were. even more flabbergasted than, the 
Democrats, to think that two such prominent party members should 
join the cabinet on the eve of the Republican national convention. 
In private comment the more isolationist senators felt that with the 
influence of Knox and Stimson lessened in the party councils, the 
Republicans were likely to draw a sharper issue on the administra- 
tion’s foreign policy, in an appeal that the Republican party was 
better able to keep this country out of war. 


THICK-SKINNED But no one was more surprised than the 


many White House consultants who _ for 
months urged a war department reorganization and who despaired 
of ever loosening Harry A. Woodring from the secretaryship of war. 
Last December the President offered Woodring the ambassadorship 
to Italy. Woodring refused to leave, telling the President that he 
preferred to stay in Washington. The President unfortunately, be- 
cause of his strange reluctance to get rid of misfits in his admin- 
istration, did not press Woodring. And as a result, the feud. be- 
tween Woodring and Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson 
continued unabated, and the morale of the department sutfered im- 
measurably. 

Woodring was no genuine believer in the President’s foreign 
policy. He was in constant conflict with the rest of the cabinet 
over aiding the Allies. A less thick-skinned man would have quit 
the cabinet long ago. For weeks responsible administration officials 
had been tipping newspapermen to the fact that the White House 
wanted Woodring to resign. And Woodring Knew it as well as any- 
one else.

ONE WORD MORE

LIKE A BIRD DOG “You know,” said the realistic colonel, 
“we Americans, as a people, do strange 


things. Take the way we treat our own army. We treat it the 
way a fellow I heard about used to treat his bird dog. For 10 
months of the year he starved the poor dog. Then the day before 
the season opened he gave the dog a tremendous meal and expected 
it to get out and go like the wind the next day. a 


‘“That’s the way we've been in the habit of treating the army. 
Since the first World War, it’s been getting along on pretty slim 
rations. Now when it looks like another hunting season is getting 
close we want to give it everything at once and expect it to get 
ready overnight. But an army can’t do that any more than the 
bird dog could eat a big meal after 10 months’ starving and then 
go out and hunt hard all day.” 


The point he was making, and a point all Americans would 
benefit by thinking about, is that we Americans as a whole don’t 
know anything at all about our own army. Up to the last few 
months we really haven’t thought much or cared much about our 
army. Now all of a sudden we have fallen out of bed and have 
been rudely awakened from our dream that we were safe no matter 
what that ludicrous guy with the absurd mustache and that bellow- 
ing fellow with the big chin did in Europe. We're thinking a lot 
about the army now. Furthermore, to a lot of us the old song, 
‘You're not behind the plow, you’re in the army now,” may have a 


very personal meaning. 

CIVILIAN VS. SOLDIER It’s nothing new for civilians not to 
: 7 know much about the army, par- 
ticularly in countries like ours and England where in peace times 
there has not been compulsory universal military service. Bu 
those good times of peace are gone, perhaps not forever, but cer- 
tainly gone for a good long time. 


So now, Mr. Civilian, what do you-know about your army? 
Probably you know just about as little about it as you understand 
about it and its problems. But it’s your army. You pay for it. 
You furnish the men for it as well as the money and machines, 
The men who command it are no men from Mars or anywhere else. 
Sometime or other, General This, Colonel That, etc.,. was the boy 
down the street or out on the farm who got an appointment to 
West Point, learned the hard lessons of command and made the 
army his career. Not a few of the generals and colonels and so 
on are men who went into the army from civil life and worked their 
way up from the ranks. As an example of that, commanders of 
both sides in the recent maneuvers: in Louisiana were men who had 
become generals without benefit of West Point. 

So now, again, Mr. Civilian, if we are going to get America 
prepared to take care of itself in this rabid world it is high time that 
we began getting a better understanding of our army. 

That cannot be done overnight, any more than the army can get 
ready overnight to expand itself to three or four times its present 
size. But the expansion and the results therefrom will be better 
if civilian and military men get to understand each other better. 
As a springboard for this, both need to cast overboard the idea that 
the other is first of all a blockhead. There is some justification for 
that idea. This newspaperman has seen plenty of civilians, includ- 
ing a good many congressmen, whose ideas of what to do with the 
army would put the army behind a whole row of eight balls if these 
ideas were put into practice. And, likewise, he has seen some army 
officers who should wear spurs on their brains as well as on their 
feet to keep both from sliding off the desk. 


Fortunately, these individuals are in the minority on both sides 
of the fence. Most American civilians are as anxious to help the 
army do a good job as are most army officers and men to do a good 
job. The sooner that civilian and military men in the United States 
can achieve a basis of mutual understanding, the better and more 
efficient will be the nation’s preparation for defense. It seems that 
the best approach to this mutual understanding is a liberal applica- 
tion of common sense by both sides. As previously said, not all 
Civilians are dummies and not all military men are blockheads. 


A GOOD FOUNDATION As a primary thought, the civilian 


can realize that his nation has a 
good nucleus from which to expand his land defense program. This 
newspaperman six weeks ago had the opportunity of being a moc! 
war correspondent during part of the mock war fought by 80,000 
army regulars in Louisiana and Texas. 

The maneuvers showed the great strength and alertness of the 
army's personnel, as well as showing up some glaring weaknesses. 
All in all, to the layman the army looked good as a nucleus, al- 
thought woefully short of equipment “on hand and on order.” 


THE GUARD, TOO Beside the regular army, there is another 

big part of America’s defense force which 
is going to be put to the test of a large-scale mock war this sum- 
mer. That is the National Guard. 

Sometimes civilians forget all about the National Guard or regard 
it derisively as a bunch of men who like to play tin soldier. Be- 
cause of this lack of understanding, the National Guard hasn’t had 
a very square deal since the first World War. It has got along on 
even shorter rations than the regular army. It hasn’t had enough 
new equipment. And sometimes it has been forced to do some 
pretty undignified and unnecessary work, even in Georgia. 

Despite these handicaps and a rather general lack of understand- 
ing on the part of the general public, the men of the National Guard 
have gone right ahead with their drilling and training. To do that 
they have had to give up one or two nights a week and to go twr 
weeks to summer training camp in lieu of a vacation. Of course 
they have been paid for the time they were on duty, but many of 
them have found it rather difficult to get employers to let them 
leave their jobs for this summer training period. 


This year they’re going to have to go to camp for three weeks, 
which may give more of them a problem to solve with their em- 
ployers. The quality of patriotism often gets a hard strain when 
it comes to letting a man off for three weeks to go to camp. It is 
going to get more of a strain as the National Guard is expanded to 
full strength. Again, there is opportunity for a lot of better under- 
standing here between civilians and military men. 


All in all, as previously mentioned, we have a good army, in 
nucleus form, and we have a good National Guard, also pretty much 
in nucleus form. Both can be expanded to do the job of defense 
essential to our nation. Both admittedly are far from perfect. But 
they will be made more perfect much quicker and much less pain-~ 
fully if civilians and military men get a more adequate understand-« 
ing of each other and each other’s problems. This will be much 
better than treating the army the way the man mentioned by the

Pan American Airways announced 
today the inauguration next month 
of daily plane service to Argen- 
tina and weekly schedules over 
8.000 miles of the south Pacific 
to Australia. 

The new passenger, mail and 
express service to Argentfna, 
South America’s most distant re- 
public, will begin July 1 and is 
the first step, the company said, 
in a program intended to bring the 
21 Pan-American republics more 
closely together in line with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s plans to bulwark 
the economic as well as military 
defense of the western hemisphere.

Defiant French Leader 
Plucked From Obscure 
Post by Weygand. 


By The Associated Press 

Charles De Gaulle is an unde- 
feated Frenchman. He sprung from 
nowhere to world notice in less 
than a month in a career to which 
the adjective ‘“‘meteoric” justly ap- 
plies, 

On May 25, when Generalissimo 
Maxime Weygand, of France, fired 
15 generals as a result of the Ger- 
man break-through in the north. 
He plucked De Gaulle from the 
obscurity of an infantry colonelcy 
and appointed him a major gen- 
eral. Before the war he was_an 
advocate of a strong mechanized 
French force—the kind of German 
force that overwhelmed France. 

On June 6, Premier Paul Rey- 

1aud chose De Gaulle as his spe- 
cial assistant to look after war 
ministry affairs: 
On. June 16, when Marshal Hen- 
Petain succeeded Reynaud, De 
kept on at the war 
ministry. Angry at the French 
suit for terms from Germany, he 
went to England. 

On .Saturday he broadcast an 
appeal to all Frenchmen to con- 
tinue the fight. Yesterday he or- 
ganized a French national com- 
mittee to continue the war. 

The defeated French govern- 
ment promptly dropped him from 
the cabinet for the Saturday 
speech and discharged him from 
the army for his Sunday action.

He spoke 
of training for industry and fo 
servicing the machines of modern 
warfare.
